Three  thousand  miles  across  the  world,  the  mail  was  being  passed  out. 
"Pvt.  George  Stevenson." 
"Lt.  Richard  Jones." 

"Sgt.  James  Richardson,"  the  mail  clerk  went  on. 

Jim  hadn't  heard  from  his  wife  in  two  weeks;  so  he  had  got  four  letters  that  day. 
He  walked  out  to  the  edge  of  the  camp  and  sat  down  on  a  log  to  read  his  letters.  He 
read  three  of  them  and  then  opened  the  last  one.

Until  I  joined  the  army  my  life  story  was  just  another  episode  in  the  everyday  life 
of  America  which  many  people  would  glance  at,  remark  "Too  bad,"  and  then  forget. 
But  I  will  never  forget  those  days — those  days  which  should  have  been  my  happiest 
ones  were  far  from  happy. 

I,  Joe  Brown,  am  what  most  people  consider  a  misfortune.  You  see  the  last  that  I 
heard  of  my  father  was  that  he  was  still  serving  a  life  term  in  prison  for  bank  robbery 
and  murder.  Oh,  it  wasn't  a  case  of  an  innocent  man's  being  convicted.  How  I  wish  that 
it  were.  My  father  was  a  criminal  and  a  desperate  one.  My  mother  died  when  I  was 
twelve,  and  then  I  was  free  to  pursue  my  own  course. 

I  finished  high  school.  How  I  ever  did,  I  cannot  see.  I  think  it  took  more  courage  in 
those  trying  years  than  it  ever  took  on  any  battlefield  anywhere. 

As  I  went  about  my  mode  of  life,  working  in  the  afternoons  and  early  mornings  in 
order  that  I  might  go  to  school,  I  pretended  not  to  hear  the  people  whisper  as  I  passed, 
"There  goes  Tim  Brown's  boy".  I  held  my  head  higher  and  went  my  way,  pushing  these 
thoughts  to  the  back  of  my  mind  to  ponder  ever  when  I  went  to  bed  at  night. 

My  friends  during  my  high  school  years  were  very  few.  In  fact,  I  think  that  I  can 
truthfully  say  that  I  had  no  real  friends  during  that  period. 

I  never  had  any  opportunities  as  others  did.  That  was  just  one  of  the  many  things 
of  which  my  life  was  deprived.  Once,  I  remember,  my  English  teacher  gave  me  the 
leading  pai  t  in  our  class  play.  How  happy  I  was !  At  last  I  had  a  chance — a  chance  to 
show  the  world  I  was  somebody — that  I  could  do  something  even  if  I  was  the  son  of  a 
criminal.  I  was  doomed  for  disappointment.  My  hopes  descended  in  mid-air  because 
when  the  leading  girl  was  selected  she  simply  refused  to  play  opposite  a  criminal's  son. 
What  else  then  was  there  for  me  to  do  but  to  give  up  my  part  in  the  play?  I  couldn't 
blame  the  girl.  Could  you? 

I  guess  most  people  thought  it  was  queer  of  me  to  continue  school  as  practically  all 
the  students  displayed  their  thoughts  of  me.  Many  boys  confronted  by  my  hardships 
would  have  stopped — but  not  me — I  kept  on.  What  gave  me  the  courage?  Well,  I'll  tell 
you.  During  all  these  years  of  darkness  there  was  one  light  that  shone  through  and 
showed  me  the  way — one  light  that  kept  me  going  from  day  to  day — that  was  faith  in 
God.  I  admit  that  at  times  I  thought  even  He  had  forgotten  me,  but  now  I  know  that 
He  never  forgets. 

I  didn't  even  have  a  sweetheart,  like  most  boys,  to  take  to  the  corner  drug  store  on 
Saturday  nights.  I  could  hear  the  girls  whisper  as  I  walked  around  the  school  campus, 
"He  looks  0.  K.,  but  his  father's  a  murderer."  I  imagine  though  that  if  I  had  been  in 
their  place  I'd  have  said  the  same  thing.  It's  just  human  nature  to  be  that  way.  What 
girl  would  want  to  go  out  with  me? 

All  these  things  along  with  wanting  to  do  my  part,  with  the  hopes  that  I  could  go 
somewhere  and  forget  my  past,  constituted  my  decision  to  join  the  Army  after  Pearl 
Harbor  was  bombed. 

At  first  my  army  life  was  entirely  different  from  my  old  life.  I  was  really  happy  at 
this  camp  far  from  my  hometown.  Then,  when  I  began  to  be  shipped  from  camp  to 
camp,  I  was  always  meeting  some  of  those  boys  whom  I  had  known  in  the  past.  True, 
they  were  friendlier  to  some  extent  now,  but  I  could  still  see  it  in  their  actions  that  they 
were  thinking  of  my  father. 

Before  I  went  overseas  1  even  went  out  with  some  girls.  I  could  have  loved  some  of 
them,  but  always  I  couldn't  deceive  them.  When  I  thought  that  they  were  beginning  to 
like  me,  I  would  tell  them  of  my  father.  I  had  to  because  I  knew  that  they  would  have 
to  know  some  day.  Always  it  made  a  difference  with  the  girl.  She  didn't  like  me  any 
more. 
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Then  I  was  sent  overseas — to  England  first  and  then  to  France.  It  was  there  in 
France,  they  say,  that  I  risked  my  life  to  save  another  soldier's  life.  I  don't  deservt. 
this  medal  for  that.  I'm  sure  that  any  other  American  boy  would  have  done  the  same. 
The  boy  I  saved  was  a  classmate  of  mine  in  high  school.  That  made  no  difference  to  me. 
I  would  have  done  the  same  if  he  had  been  my  best  friend. 

I  kept  on  going,  fighting,  until  one  day  two  German  bullets  found  their  mark — in  my 
body. 

As  I  lie  here  now  in  this  hospital  somewhere  in  America,  I  cannot  remember  any  of 
the  things  that  hnppened  after  I  was  wounded.  They  say  that  it  was  two  wc^'-s  after  ' 
was  wounded  before  I  reported  at  camp.  I've  tried  my  best  to  think  of  what  happened 
after  1  was  wounded,  but  I  can't.  I  can  think  and  account  for  all  my  life  except  when 
it  comes  to  the  singing  of  the  bullets  that  hit  my  body — then  my  memory  leaves  me.  It 
is  as  if  something  has  blotted  out  those  few  weeks  of  my  life  from  my  memory. 

It  was  only  yesterday  that  I  heard  a  doctor  just  outside  the  door  of  my  room  say. 
"He'll  not  live  another  week."  Now  as  I  think  of  those  words,  it  makes  me  happy.  I 
want  to  die.  I  have  nothing  to  live  for.  Death  will  be  a  reward  for  me. 

Here  come  two  nurses  now  with  my  medicine.  Medicine  only  relieves  my  pain  tempo- 
rarily. They  are  talking  to  each  other  now.  Did  I  hear  one  say,  "Marie"?  Marie,  that 
sounds  so  familiar  to  me.  She  gave  me  my  medicine  and  then  departed  from  the  room. 
Still,  I  cannot  get  the  word  Marie  out  of  my  mind.  My  mind  is  beginning  to  whirl,  and 
I'm  repeating,  "Marie,  Marie,  Marie." 

All  of  a  sudden  out  of  the  darkness  is  coming  to  me  my  memory  of  those  weeks  after 
I  was  wounded.  It's  clear  now.  Oh!  Marie,  how  could  I  ever  forget  you? 

For  the  first  time  in  a  great  many  years  I  think  I'm  going  to  cry.  There  arc  tears 
rolling  down  my  cheeks  now  as  I  think  of  those  blessed  two  weeks. 

I  remember  now  wandering  off  after  I  was  wounded — just  walking  on  and  on,  not 
minding  the  pain  that  was  becoming  almost  deadening.  I  remember  stumbling  into  the 
French  farmer's  house.  It  was  there  that  I  found  my  Marie.  She  is  only  seventeen,  but 
she  nursed  and  cared  for  me  with  a  mother's  love.  She  can  see  no  more  now  out  of  one 
of  her  beautiful  brown  eyes  because  of  me.  She  went  to  a  nearby  village  to  get  the 
village  doctor  for  me,  and  it  was  there  that  a  fragment  of  a  bombed  building  hit  her  in 
the  eye.  Yes,  Marie  lost  part  of  herself  for  me.  Yes  me!  Joe  Brown — the  son  of  a  crimi- 
nal. It  makes  no  difference  to  Marie  who  my  father  is.  She  loves  me,  and  I  love  her  more 
than  words  can  tell.  I  can  remember  promising  her  I'd  come  back  for  her  as  soon  as  I 
was  well. 

I  must  have  become  unconscious  soon  after  I  went  back  to  camp.  They  found  my  back 
in  terrible  condition  because  I  had  not  had  expert  medical  care  at  once.  That  is  why 
I'm  here  now. 

How  could  I  ever  forget  those  two  weeks — the  happiest  two  weeks  of  my  whole  life 
even  if  I  did  suffer?  Why  am  I  crying  now?  I'm  sure  it's  because  I'm  so  happy.  You 
may  think  it's  silly  to  cry  when  you're  happy,  but  if  you  only  knew  how  much  this  means 
to  me  you'd  understand.  I  know  now  that  I  shall  not  die.  I  shall  live  to  face  the  tomor- 
row. Why  should  I  die  anyway?  Now,  I  have  something  for  which  to  live.  I'm  going 
back  to  France  some  day,  and  I'm  praying  that  day  will  be  soon,  going  back  to  France 
to  my  Marie.  I  know  that  I'll  go.  I  know  that  she'll  be  waiting,  because  I  have  faith  in 
the  future,  faith  in  Marie,  and  faith  in  God.

(An  Essay  on  Love)

"How  do  you  know  when  you're  in  love?"  they  ask.  If  you  really  are,  you  don't  have 
to  worry  about  that  question.
